the passengers helped in the work of recoveringthe bodies.

"There was little wo could do for the
Injured, but we tried to make them comfortableuntil the rescue trains arrived. '

Among the women on the Xew York
Central train was Frances Kennedy.
Vaudeville actress, wife of Thomas
Johnston, a Chicago attorney. She aided

Henry H. Curran, President of the

Borough of Manhattan, declared yosterdaythat he in In favor of Gov. Miller's
transit bill for the solution of New
York's travel problem provided certain
amendments he suggests are made. Mr.
Curran's amendments are Ave In number
and he outlined them in a letter to Sen.
ator John Knight, one of the sponsors of
the Miller bill, and asked thait the
amendments be adopted.

.M r. curran was carerui to make himselfclear in the very beginning of his
letter to the following effect:

"In stating my objections to the presentform 'of your bill, I speak for myse&
as a citizen and as a city official, antl
not for or with Mayor Hylan. This city
has witnessed for three years a useless
contest In stubbornness and abuse betweenthellylan administration and the
traction companies. Neither party to
thin unseemly dispute has sought to relievethe sufferings of those who have
to use our local transportation." On the
contrary, he says, "this selfish war of
words has made strap hangers of us all."
As for entrance of Senator Hiram W.

Johnson an special counsel for the Hylan
administration, Mr. Curran said:
"We do not need the trapeze performancesof transcontinental counsel to

volco our opposition to auch a course
(abrogation of homo rule). The adventof the Senator from California is
Just an added Indignity."

Mr. Curran said he is not opposed to
Oov. Miller's bill, except In the details
which he asks to have changed. "We
need the commission that the bill creates,"he said. "We need the investigationthat the commission will conduct,and we need the remedy that is
right, whatever It may be. Vour bill
provides for all that, and In that endeavorI am with you. 1 am convinced,
however, that you are solnr about it In
the wrong way."

Take* Power Away From City.
Mr. Curran suggested the following

changes:
"My (list objection to the bill rests

on its plain Intention to take from the
people of our city every bit of power
ever local transit that can be legally
taken away from us. The bill should
be amended to leave with the city, as

represented by Its local government all
power that we now possess.
"The Incompetence of the present city

administration." Mr. Curran commented,
"does not constitute a sufficient emergency,In my opinion,, to warrant the
State In brushing aside with one gesture
the accumulated rights that have come
to us In the course of the last fifty
years. The ignorance and buffoonery
that sit In the City Hall to-day are not
necessarily one of our permanent municipalmonuments. Nor la there any
guarantee that our State government
will remain at Its present high standard.
The time may come when we shall have
a Board of Estimate of high calibre.
The time may also come when the State
administration will be changed for the
worse."
"My second objection," he resumed,

"Is that the"bl!l seta forth a definite
plan under which the commission la to
work, and therefore tiee the hands of the
commission to this plan In advance of
any Investigation whatsoever. "Who
knows whether this plan is right or not
until we get the facts?"

Mr. Curran then contends that It la impossibleto say before such an Investigationwhether, for Instance. It Is wise
or desirable to follow the recommendationsof the bill for rehabilitation and
continuation of all existing lines or
fksfkse It warmlM ka wlso Ia r>nmhln*

Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company and

Mr. Currai. declares that the private
traction Interests are "swiirmlns" with
underlying leases or agreement*, such as
the lease of the Manhattan elevated lines
to the Interborough, to which the foregoingprovision might possibly apply.
He characterises the words as the "mysItery" provision which defeated the Jenks
bill, and declares the phrase ought to be
clarified. Senator Johnson expressed
the opinion yesterday that those words
referred to the preferential arrangement
In the dual contracts.
"My flfti objection, as I »«rid your

hill," said Jur. Curran's lettsr. "Is that
It takes away from the city government,
for all time, the franchise granting
power ns to street railroads, and places
It In the hands of the transit commission.1 am sure you will agree that the
future bargaining away of rights In our
city streets should be attended to by
us. and not by & State eommlaslon. It
1s true that the Constitution requires

The result Is
that year after year the State's vast
water power resources, have been golnff
to waste, with the public the principal
sufferer through the prices It has to
pay for light, power and heat.
One group In the water power flght

sought to hare the State Itself develop
its power and then lease It on the same
plan as now in operation in uniario,
Canada. The other group holding that
such a plan would require too great an

outlay of State money, favors having
the State leaac the unharnessed power
to private corporations or municipalities,
which would do the developing and Installthe necessary plants. In the meantimethe coal, gas and electric power

Sterests have been accused of using
elr Influence to impede both plans.
A part of the water power developing

plan. It Is said, calls for the creation of
a State licensing agency, so that rights
which the State now has will not be lost
under the Esch Federal water power
law. The conservation commission Is
urging that such a bill be Immediately
passed to forestall the Federal commission.The comrhlsslon also favors the
leasing for power of surplus barge canal
waters.

Gov. Miller, It is understood, will favor
water power development on a large
scale through regulation of stream flow,
the cost to be assessed on public and privateproperty and municipalities In proportionto their benefits. Another step
is the construction of storage reservoirs,
wihout which power could only bo had a
certain part of the year from many
streams. The Impounded water could bo
held and released in the dry season.

In order to bring about a Statewide
system of stream control constitutional
amendments will be needed to permit of
the use of forest preserve lands for
building dams and reservoirs and for tho
construction of transmission lines. The
cost of the (instruction of storage reservoirswould run Into the millions, probablyrequiring a bond Issue, Which would
have to be voted on by the people.

liquor trading might be carried on. at
Mr. Gallagher announced he had is- da

sued a subpoena for Mr. McCarthy's ap- r
pearance before the Grand Jury on
Tuesday. The enforcement agent was

not in the city to-night but the District
Attorney said he was endeavoring to
have a subpoena served on him either
In New York or Washington.

"I regard the revelations made by Mr.
McCarthy as the most astounding and
Important in my experience as a United
States Attorney," said Mr. Gallagher.
"It is an attempt to obstruct justice and
to corrupt a United States official, and
scarcely any violation can be regarded
as more serious.

"I shall hold the Grand Jury until it
gets to the bottom of this and if charges
are proved bribers large or small will go
to Jail."

ARE FEWER JUVENILE
DEUNQUENTS IN STATE

Beneficial Results of Prohi'
bition Are Seen.

Albany. Feb. 27..A decrease in the
number of Juvenile delinquents appearingIn the courts and of children In
Institutions Is cited In the annual report
to the State Board of Charities, which
was made public to-day, as one of the
beneficial results of prohibition. The
report says, however, that It Is too early
to give definite figures. The decreases
to which the board calls attention are
attributed by It directly to favorable
Industrial conditions, which In turn are
the result of prohibition.
There are 2,600 fewer children In Institutionsof this State at the present

time than there were a year ago. the
report says. Aside from the decrease
In Juvenile delinquency the board reports
a falling off In the population In Institutionsfor delinquents. Some of these
Institutions have been compelled to close
because of this falling oft In population.

Institutions maintained at public expensecared for <1,626 youngsters duringthe year. The board now has supervisionover 864 agencies and Institutions
receiving public money. In round figures2200,000.000 Is spent each year In
this State by Individuals, municipalities,
counties and the State government for
charitable and philanthropic purpose^
the report says.
